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O (57) Abstract: A method of installing electrical cabling comprises securing an electrical cable clip (10) to a structure using a fix- 
ing element that passes through said clip into the structure, subsequently inserting one or more electrical cables (102) into a cable 
receiving channel defined by the clip and securing the electrical cables in that channel. The structure will typically be the wall of a 
building or the like and the fixing element is preferably a nail that is fired through the base portion (12) of the electrical cable clip 
by means of a nail gun. 
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
